principal Army of the Malecontents near 

Tirnau: And the 13th Baron Offer 
Lieutenant Collonel of the Regiment of Hanover 
arriv’d from Hungary, with the Confirmation of this 
good News, and the following Particulars. 

General Herbeville havi: g put a Supply of Provi- 
fions and all other Neceffaries into Leopolftad, re- 
fo.v'd to pafs the Waag with rhe Emperor’s Army 
vnder his Command confifting of 12000 Men, to 
make a Diverfion. But be was afterwards oblig'd to 
alter his DefSgn,and march back towards the Ifland of 
Schur, Kecaute the Malecontents had made Intrench- 
ments along the Waag. But, in his march he found 
that Prince Ragotski, Count Berezeni, Baron Oskay, 
and feveral others of the chief Malecontents, had 
cut off his Paffage, and had drawn up a numerous 
Army in Order of Battle, to fight bim. Hereupon 
General Herbeville drew up his Forces, and waited 
to be attack’d by the Malecontents; But they did 
not advance ; and fo the 2 Armies ftood looking up- 
on each other ali the reft of that Day. General 
Herbeville having taken a Refolusion to attack the 
Malecontents the next Day, order’d a certain number 
of Grenadiers, with the Regiment of Hanover and 
la Tovr, to fall on: And they atrack’d with fo great 
Courage the Horfe or Huffars of the Malecontents, 
that after a fhort Refiftance they fled, norwithftand- 
ing the Hungarian and French Officers that comman- 
ded them us'd their beft Endeavours to make them 
ftand. Then our Men charg’d their Foot or Hey- 
dukes, and entirely defeated them, killing above 
500 of them. The Malecontents left behind them 


all their Artillery, confifting of 30 Pieces of Cannon,» 
all their Baggage, a great Number of Waggons © 


loaded with Ammunition of all forts, a pair of Kerrle 
Drums of Prince Ragotski’s Life-Guards, and 32 
Standards or Colours. Prince Ragotski was in great 
Danger of being taken or kil’d ; but with great 
difficulty evcap’d. Baron Oskay was kill'd. We did 
not lofe above 300 Men; and this Victory is the 
more gloriovs, becaufe the Malecontents were very 
much fuperior to us ; they having about 45000 Men, 
whereas we had but 12000. The Night hinder’d 
our puriuing them into the Woods whither they fled. 
The Auxiliary Troops of Denmark behav’d them- 
felves very well in this Action ; and of the Imperial 
Forces the Regiments of Hanover and la Tour di- 
ftinguith’d themfelves eminently, This Battle was 
fought on the 11th of this Month. : 

‘Tis hop'd this Defeat will difpofe the Malecon- 
tents to enter the more readily upon a Negociation 
of Peace. Baron Offer has brought hither feveral 
Standards and Colours taken from the Malecontents, 
one of the Standards is richly embroider’d with Gold 
and Silver, the Device on it is a Palm Tree, with 
thefe Words Preffa refurgo; “tis fuppos'd it be- 
long’d.to Prince Ragotski’s Life-Guards. After the 
Fight Count Schlick joyn’d General Herbeville with 
3000 Men, General Glockelsberg has Order to di- 


{perfe a Body of the Malecontents that are encamp'd 
about Gran, and afterwards joyn General Herbeviile 
with the Troops he commands.
